Carson, Jan. 11, 81. 
Editor Gazette:—The removal of 
Miss Hodgkinson, State Librarian, 
does not seem to meet the approval of 
the community here, more especially 
as Judge Hawley, one of the Direct- 
ors of the Library, was instrumental 
in the appointment of his son as LI. 
brarian. Your correspondent has 
failed to get at the true cause of the 
removal, and, (as it was stated in a 
local paper that a petition would be 
circulated asking the young lady's re- 
instalment, and also that she would 
decline to serve) the real cause will 
perhaps remain in the dark. Consid- 
erable fault has been found with 
Judge Hawley for appointing his son. 
However, the young man is compe 
tent, and as longas he conducts the 
Library properly and gives satisfac- 
tion, there can be po cause for a 
change. Inthe Senate, on Monday, 
Mr. Meder, of Ormsby, introduced a 
Bill for the erection of an 
INSANE ASYLUM AT RENO, 


aud appropriatiog $75,000 for the 
same. This Bill will undoubtedly be 
amended, as it provides for the con- 
struction of one large building, and 
has other provisions which will have 
to be altered to meet the several ideas 
advanced. Mr. Powning gave notice 
of a bill this morning for the same 
purpose, and both Bilis will be thor- 
oughly examined, and the good points 
taken from each, and when the propo- 
sition is thoroughly understood a Bill 
will be passed providing for the crec- 
tion of the Asylum. The members, as 
a rule, are earnestly in favor of the 
project, and favor Reno as the leca- 
tion. 

HAMMOND 'S ELECTORAL BILL. 


In the Senate to-day Mr. Hammend 
introduced a Bill entitled “An Act to 
Provide for the Registration of Elect- 
ors and Prevent Frauds at Elections. 
The Bill makes itcompulsory for all 
parties taking out papers to read a 
certain portion of the Constitution of 
the State to the Judge without being 
prompted or having the same commit- 
ted to n.emory. This will certaioly re- 
duce the Democratic majority in this 
State, especially in Washoe eounty. 
It is a good Bill and one that should 
be passed without a dissenting voice. 
This Bill, in connection with Mr. 
Schooling's would make our election 
laws more perfeet, and prevent many 
abuses such as were perpetrated at the 
election. Mr. Westerfield introduced 
„An Act Fixing the Salaries of the 
County Officers in the Various Coun- 
ties of this State.” It simply pro- 
vides for the payment of their salaries 
and the proper closing of their books, 
and does not alter the salaries as pro- 
vided in the Salary Bill. Mr. Pow- 
ning introduced a joint Memorial and 
Resolution relative to ratifying

with the Chinese Empire. Mr. Ho- 
bart seconded the proposition warmly, 
quoting an article from the Virginia 
Chronicle (as good Democratic author- 
ity) in relation to the matter, but the 
Democratic Senators were not as en- 
thusiastic on the proposition as was 
expected and,in fact, tried to table it. 
The ayes and noes were called for,and 
nearly every Senator representing the 
Democracy was in favor of tabling it, 
but when they found they were to go 
oa record on the Chinese question, 
several of them fell, and voted for fur- 
ther cunsideration. Seven remained 
solid against it, the Republican mem- 
bers standing for he Resolution. It 
was fibally referred to the Committee 
oa Federal Refations, with instruc- 
tions to report as soon as possibie. It 
will come up for turther consideration 
to-morrow, when the seven can have a 
chance to distinguish themselves on 
this important subject. 

SOME FUNNY MEMBER 

in the Assembly introduced a resolu- 
tion this morning that the members of 
the Committee on Public Morals 
should alternate each morning ia 
opening with prayer. The resolution 
was adopted. It is easily seen how 
the lower Honse conducts its business 
and, if ever prayers were needed, they 
are necessary there. At 12 M. to-day. 
each House voted by viva voce vote for 
a UNITED STATE SENATOR.
